WASHINGTON, July 6.—A federal 


court spot light will oe relied upon 
by the admimstartion to reveal the 
government's action 111 disposing of 
alien property during the war, of- 
ficals declared today. 


According to the department of jus- 


tice, the record disclosed an amazing 
disregard of the rights of aliens and 
of the government itself. 
Authority 


given by congress 
under the alien 


property act, also will be shown, of- 
ficials said. 
/Exposure in the cowts of official 
acts which have led to misuse of the 
funds and property, held in trust by 
the government will come through a 
legal battle, to secure the return of 
property, including valuable German 
patents 
now held by the Chemical 


Foundation. 


The department of justice today 


was ready to force the return of the 
patents by a suit in equity. 


Acting upon 
President Harding's 


instructions. Col. Thomas W. Miller, 
alien property custodian, had put into 
legal form the demand which he had 
served upon Francis P. Garvln, now 
president of the Foundation, and the 
former alien property custodian. 


The 
attitude of officials of the 


foundation, defying the president and 
other high officials left the govern- 
ment to conclude that only the court 
DJ- upholding the president's position, 
can insure restoration of the valu- 
able patents to the government, for 
such further disposition as congress 
may direct. At the department pf jus- 
tice it was said that Mr. Garvln and 
former Attorney General Palmer 
in 


their deflent statements had virtually 
challenged the government to n court 
contest and indicated unwillingness 
deliver the patents.

ing su(di employ menti that they are not strikers seeking to Impose 
the arbitrary will of an employ er on employ ees, (|» at. they have the 
m(u:al as well as the legal right to engage such » {jrvice of the Ameri­ 
can Public to avoid interruption of indispensable railway transporta­ 
tion, and they are entitled• to ihe protection of ey ery departntent and 
branch of the government, state and national.”

We believe that condi­ 
tions can and èhoiild ex ist again. Those of our mechanical craft em­ 
ploy es who renor( for their duties not Dler than fpr the beginning 
of the first shift on Monday -morning, July 10 th, may do so with re­ 
sumption of full seniority and will be treated as If their service had 
been continuous; those returniqg after that time, if accepted, and 
those newly hired, will rank as new employ es.

The concrete 
building stone industry is as yet in 
its infancy, for what will be accom- 
plished by that method of construc- 
tion in the next few years will be a 
revelation to most people.
